years for the tree to attain a suffi­ 
cient growth. 
To provide for a con­ 
tinuous supply of these trees, It will 
be necessary to plant 1,500,000 each 
year. 
The c«jinpany now has 97,000

The Illinois Central 
has a large 
forest of eatalpha trees near New Or­ 
leans for the same purpose.

alpha is a rapid grower, but

1 locust.
